“snowy’ day.” 

Senior, who hails from 
Long Island and started 
working in Cohasset last 
winter, said that the bar- 
rage of winter storms 
rivals those of upstate 
New York. The town 
manager said that he 
heard today that Mas- 
sachusetts has “received 
more snow than Buffalo,” 
said Senior, referring to 
the snow accumulation 
in Cohasset over the past 
three weeks as a “slow- 
motion Buffalo.” 

“I’m getting calls from 
friends [in New York];

After three cancelations 
due to snowstorms, the 
Community Preservation 
Committee (CPC) managed 
to hold its annual public 
hearing on Thursday, Feb. 
12 . 

The CPC is required 
by state statute to hold a

Judgment: Since 1997, the 
Town was under a legal 
injunction by the Com- 
monwealth to mitigate 
pollution caused by failing 
residential septic systems 
impacting the health of 
coastal waters. For over 
three years, the Board 
coordinated the efforts 
of the town departments, 
and provided weekly 
updates to the Board of 
Selectmen, facilitating the 
lifting of the Judgment 
after 27 years in Novem- 
ber 2014. 

■ Finances: I have been 
responsible for manage- 
ment and reporting of 
the Sewer Commission’s 
finances for the past three 
years. During this time 
we proposed and Town 
Meeting approved the 
establishment of three 
stabilization funds to 
segregate debt service 
and capital improvements 
funds from day-to-day 
operating funds. The com- 
bined value of these funds 
plus retained earnings 
is now over $1.5 million. 
The financial health of 
the Sewer Commission is 
strong, and strategic plans 
are in place for capital 


improvements and debt 
service through 2033. 

■ Confirmation of 
Sewer Districts: In 2014, 
the Board proposed and 
Town Meeting approved 
the delineation of sewer 
districts by specific prop- 
erty previously defined bv 
a crude diagram that left 
much to interpretation 
rather than objective cri- 
teria. The Board continues 
to improve its database of 
connected properties, anil 
to develop tools to utilize 
this data for enhanced 
system operation and 
maintenance. 

■ MWPCA Award: 

In 2013, the Cohasset 
wastewater treatment 
plant, operated under 
contract by United 
Water, was awarded the 
best small facility in the 
Commonwealth, beat- 
ing out thirty-four other 
communities. 

■ Professionally, 1 
manage the design and 
construction of multi- 
million dollar buildings for 
institutional clients. I am 
managing currently the 
delivery of a new building 
at Harvard University; 
and more recently two 


I am your current chair- 
man of the Board of Sewer 
Commissioners, and I 
am seeking re-election to 
another three-year term 
this May. While an active 
Board member, much 
has been accomplished 
but much remains yet to 
be done, in order to leave 
the Board a tighter ship 
than it was found.

A hug to get 


W hen things 
get tough on 
the job. when 
everyone’s on your case, 
when you’re not getting 
enough sleep and you find 
you rself humming John ny 
Paycheck’s “Take this Job 
and Shove It,” experts 
suggest you go ahead 
and write that letter of 
resignation - .and put it in 
a drawer. Don’t make big 
personal decisions in a 
moment of crisis. 

Beverly Scott should 
have heeded that advice. 

The general manager 
of the MBTA has had 
a horrible two weeks 
- as have thousands of 
people who depend on 
the MBTA. Scott made 
a spirited defense of her 
performance at a press 
conference Tuesday. The 
next day she handed in 
the letter of resignation 
she should have stuck in 
her desk drawer. 

I understand. It’s been 
a snowy, cold, awful few 
weeks. We’re all a little 
testy. 

Charlie Baker has had 
a stressful month as 
well. The new governor 
is being tested every 
day by a w eather disas- 
ter growing to historic 
proportions. Then Scott’s 
sudden resignation had 
some people questioning 
his management style, 
especially when it turned 
out he and Scott had 
never met in person. 

Baker had called the 
M BTA’s performance 
“unacceptable," which is 
gentle compared to what 
a lot of cold, stranded 
and delayed MBTA riders 
have said. But Baker 
didn't “throw Scott under 
the bus," as some com- 
mentators have phrased 
it. Baker’s transportation 
secretary joined with 
the Mass DOT board 
Wednesday in giving her a 
unanimous vote of confi- 
dence. Baker didn’t make 
this about Scott, she did. 

B;iker and Scott finally 
met Thursday to talk 
about plans for the next 
storm. Baker conceded 
he should have met with 


money on metro Boston's 
transit system, but that 
sentiment wanes the 
farther you get from the 
Park Street station. Tlie T 
already gets 16 cents out 
of ever}’ sales tax dollar, 
even if it’s collected in 
Pittsfield from someone 
who’s never come close to 
the MBTA. 

That voter in Pittsfield 
has his own potholes, 
bridges and underfunded 
mass transit system to 
worry about. People all 
over the state, especially 
where the economy is a 
lot worse than in Boston, 
won’t welcome new taxes 
to hail out the T again. 

.Moreover, both Baker 
and House Speaker 
Robert DeLeo have 
promised the next budget 
will include no new' taxes 
or fee hikes. That means 
they’ll likely reject mv 
proposed solution: An 
increase in the gas tax 
collected east of 1-495, 
dedicated to the MBTA. 
Even if they don’t take 
the T themselves, drivers 
in the metrb area benefit 
from the T keeping cars 
off the roads. 

Like it or not, that 
financing debate is 
coming. Meanwhile, we’ve 
got to survive February'. 

This has been miserable 
for all of us. Our backs are 
sore from shoveling and 
we’ve run out of places 
to put the snow. We’re 
all getting testy, with 
co-workers, spouses and 
friends. 

But let’s take a lesson 
from Charlie Baker and 
Beverly Scott: When 
things get out of hand, 
it’s a good idea to meet 
face-to-face, make plans 
for the next storm, share 
a little hug and get back 
to work.

Certainly there’s work 
to be done. While nearly 
everyone seems to agree 
that the M BTA has a 
long-term financing 
problem, even a blizzard 
of new taxpayer subsidies 
w'on’t fix anything over- 
night. But do we need a 
new tax increase before 
the T figures out how to 
notify riders which trains 
have been cancelled in 
time for them to make 
alternate plans? 

Short-term, Baker and 
Scott need to do the job 
of getting us through 
this miserable Febru- 
ary. They need to hear 
the complaints of those 
who depend on the T and 
serve them better. 

Long-term, they need 
to fix the T s broken and 
wasteful maintenance 
operations. They need 
to prepare for the cold 
and snow that’s bound 
to arrive next winter. 

And yes, they need to 
straighten out the T’s 
finances - again. 

While nearly everyone 
agrees that the T’s debt 
load is unsustainable 
and its maintenance and 
operations budget hasn’t 
kept up with the systems 
expansion, there’s a lot 
less agreement about who 
should pay to balance the 
T’s books. MBTA custom- 
ers are complaining now 
about the service, but 
they’ll be complaining 
just as loudly if they’re 
hit with another round of 
fare increases to pay for 
improvements.

Greg Knowles argued that 
Lamberts Lane is “small, 
not often traveled by the 
masses," and felt that the 
town should focus its atten- 
tion on Beechwood Street, 
from Route 3A to Doane, 
South Main past Beech- 
wood, Jerusalem from 
Forest to Hull Street, or 
King Street. 

“Beechwood and King 
Street are like logging 
roads in third world coun- 
tries," said Knowles, adding 
that he feels the only folks 
who want Lamberts Lane 
to be paved must “live on 
the street or belong to the 
golf club. While it may need 
to be paved,” Knowles said 
that the other roads he 
mentioned have one thing 
in common - they “are all 
highly traveled roads by the 
masses and need the work 
way worse than a lane that 
is traveled by a few." 

Some agreed with 
Knowles that King and 
Beechwood streets could 
both use attention. 

“Thank god, please repair 
Beechwood Street,” said 
Lawrence W. Ash. “It's like 
four-wheeling from Doane 
Street to 3A." 

Other suggestions 
included Cedar Lane, 
Summer Street, and Clay- 
spring Road, the latter of 
which "is a mess!" accord- 
ing to Beth Ahearn. 

Jeffrey Scribner had a 
suggestion for another 
popular, much-traversed 
section of town: Sandy 
Beach. “Maybe a stop sign 
as we leave Sandy Beach? 
1 feel like I’m rolling the 
death dice after a nice day 
of relaxation” when “pulling 
out of the entrance/exit."

said that he is working on 
this matter alongside the 
Town Manager and town 
project engineer, Brian 
Joyce, once the town goes 
out to bid for a contractor. 
Cohasset is a member of a 
South Shore consortium 
of 14 towns and are in a 
“lineup to get a contractor 
in gear,” Sestito explained. 
They are in the process of 
prioritizing where to start 
the work - and many of 
these priorities appear to be 
in line with townspeople’s 
suggestions. 

“I know we’re probably 
going to be heading towards 
King Street, from upper 
3A to Beechwood in the 
next year or so,” said Ses- 
tito, adding that he hopes 


to start work on Beech- 
wood, from King Street to 
Beechwood Ballpark, this 
summer. “That’s supposedly 
in the works, depending on 
how the consortium bids 
go," said Sestito. 

In the future, “I’d like to 
do Jerusalem from Forest. 
Ave to West Corner,” said 
Sestito. “That’s in the line 
up." 

However, these and other 
projects could take quite a 
while - and cost a lot more 
money. 

“These are good-sized 
jobs,” said Sestito, adding 
that $100,000 “doesn’t go 
far.”
